^PROTECTIVE 
RKC1PKOCITY. 


The distinguished Secretary of State 


has been persuaded to write a letter to 
an Ohio editor explaining how he came 
to withdraw his objections to the Me- 
Kinley tariff act. 
There is nothing new 


in what he says. While the caucus tnriff 
bill was pending in the Senate, after 
passing the House, Mr. Blainn wrote to 
"Dear Mr. Frye" for the purpose of se- 
curing an amendment looking to the re- 
moval of the tariff on American flour 
and pork imported into Cuba and the 
other Spanish islands, in consideration 
of our removing the tariff on sugar from 
these islands. 
Whatever Mr. B. may say 


now, 
there was a cynical sneer in the 


epistle at the stupidity which failed to 
provide for this in the body of the bill. 
It was a hostile shot nt McKinley and 
the House Republicans, revealing the in- 
firmity of the acf, and striking it be- 
tween wind aad water. Under Jtbe pre- 
tense of assisting McKinley now, in his 
campaign for the Governorship of Ohio, 
Mr. Blaiae is desirous that the public 
shall know it was he, the Maine states- 
man, who saved that particular measure 
from obloquy and disgrace. 


It is n cheerful sign that from the ad- 


journment of Congress last year to the 
present time, the whole intellectual and 
tactical strength of the Republican party 
has been engaged in defending and find- 
ing excuses for tho McKinley bill. From 
going into the Presidential canvass ol 
1888 with the banner of protection full 
high advanced and defiant, they arc 
crawling on their hands and knees anc 
declaring that their pet policy really 
means the same as free trade. 
Had the 


elections of last Full gone their way 
they would now be as insolent and ag- 
gressive as ever; but the knowledge that 
the people have decreed the prohibition 
tariff .shall be no more, 1ms developed u 
less bold behavior. 
Their proud waves 


have been stayed, 


Mr. Blaino has made no change in his 


protection ideas. To his "Dear Mr 
Frye" ho said: "I don't doubt that in 
many lespccts the tariff bill ponding in 
tho Sei.ato is a just measure, and that 
most of ys promises nro in accordance 
with the wise policy of protection." 
No 


one believes that 
the Secretary has 


cnanged or modified his views in that 
regard. Indeed, his so-called reciprocity 
scheme, limited and unequal in its appli 
cation as it is, is in pursuance of the pro 
tection course he has followed for the 
greater part of his public life. This is 
the policy of promoting the prosperity 
of tho northeastern section at the ex 
penae of all other sections of the country. 
The very reciprocity he writes about to 
the Ohio editor is intended to give the 
Northwestern manufacturer free trade in 
the cheap foreign materials they use in 
their industries; for it is a curious fact 
that whilst his proposition extends to 
sovnral countries whose exports compete 
with the products of Western farms, it 
carefully excludos all countries whose 
exports wonld compote with Northeast- 
ern manufacturers. It is not permitted 
us to have free exchange with people 
whose products would come in compe- 
tition with our own. The West and 
South must bear all the burdens of a 
general policy of protection and all the 
evils 
of special _reciprocity—and 
the 


favored 
Northeast 
must 
monopolize 


whatever special benefits are to be got 
out of either.—Salt Lake Herald.

Science In Bread Making. 


At the recent annual meeting of tb. 


American Chemical Society, held in Wash 
ington, D. C., the question o! the value o 
carbonate ol ammonia as a leavening agen 
in bread, or as used ia baking powder 
came up for discussion, in which Professo 
Barker, of the University of Pennsylvania 
and President of the Society ; Dr. Richard 
fan, late of the United States Departmen 
of Agriculture in Washington; Dr. Wm 
MoMntrie, late Profecsor of Chemistry in 
the University of Illinois; Dr. E. H. Bart 
ley, late chemiat of the Brooklyn, N. T. 
Board of Health, and Professor of Chemis 
try of the Long Island College, and others 
took part. 


The consensus of opinion was over 


whelming in favor of tbe employment o: 
ammonia. It was stated as a fact that am- 
monia rendered the gluten of tbe flour 
more soluble than the original gluten, one 
that the bread in which this action was 
produced by carbonate of ammonia must 
be more digestible and hence more health 
ful, and because of the extreme volatility 
of carbonate of ammonia and its complete 
expulsion from the bread in the process o 
baking, it is one of tho mast useful, mas 
healthful nnd most valuable 
leavening 


agenti known. 


These conclusions are borne out by tha 


very elaborate and exhaustive experiments 
made by Professor J. W. Mallet of tbe 
University of Virginia, which show con- 
clusively that tha bread made with a bak- 
ing powder in which one per cent, of car- 
bonate of ammonia is used, in connection 
with cream ol tartar and soda, is not only 
of uniformly better color and texture, but a 
product more wholesome, because tbe am- 
minonia serves to neutralize any organic or 
lactic acids present in the flour. 


Tho Anaoowla Mine. 


A dispatch from Bntte, Montana, says

per mine will be in full blast. Last Spring 
the mine was shut down.

were given for this. 
One was that Hag- 


gin, beliving that he owned and controlled 
the bulk of the copper in the world, closed 
down in order to corner it. The other rea- 
son was the railroad, which rune from Ana 
conda over to Botte, a distance of twenty- 
five miles, bad concluded to charge Hag- 
jln its own rate for conveying the ore from 
the mine to Batte, where it is made ready 
for miirket. 
Ibis Haggin would not con 


sent to, and he closed the mine. 
From 


what is considered a pretty reliable source 
of information, it is asserted that within 
;be next ten days two thousand men wilt 
be put to work in the construction of a new 
ino from Butte City to the mine. This 
done, a new road will be built to Boise City, 
he intention being to extend it ultimately 
to the Pacific Coast.

Since 
the advunl of the creamery ia tbe valley, 
the farmers ara not in such a burry to 
plow up their fields. The; fiud tUey can 
make more money feeding the hay to cows 
and selling tbe milk to the creamery. 


It has been running but a few weeks and 


is already such a success that the managers 
are deluged with letters from Snu FiantHco 
culling for more butter. The butter is ab- 
solutely gilt-edged and tbe reaiJents of 
Nob Hill will have nothing else on their 
tables. It ia sold as fast aa it ia exposad 
on the counters, and the merchants who 
handle it say they o<tn't get enough. 
It 


sells for 25 cents a pound here, but tbe 
San Francisco consumers have run the 
price up to 38 cents a pound, and it will be 
40 or 50 before long, This is certainly verj 
encouraging to the creamery managers, and 
also to the farmers. 
It is estimated that in 


the Spring the creamery can ship a ton a 
day to San Francisco, and it will bo snap- 
ped up as faat as shipped, 


Now it would seem that if a creamery 


does well in Orson Valley, it would do 
even better in Mason Valley, where the 
Winters are milder, and the cost of keeping 
stock merely nominal. 


Hay is now a drug in Maaon Valley at 


$2, and if it were fe3 to the cows and tbe 
butter shipped to San Francisco, it would 
make tbe hay worth $5 a ton or more.—

age, was dismissed from his situation be- 
cause he was unable to correctly dibtm- 
gutsli colors. Dr. M. Reich, who exam- 
ined the man, and \vho afterward pub- 
lished the results of his examinations in 
a Russian paper, found sight, focus and 
sensation of light normal, and discov- 
ered no disease by the ophthalmoscope, 
yet the patient could distinguish no col- 
ors when of a dark shade, and only yel- 
low and blue when of a light shade. The 
patient assured Dr. Reich that he had 
been able to distinguish colors correctly 
and vrith confidence up to the summer of 
1889. He said that through overexer- 
tion and insufficiency of sleep he had 
then suffered from violent headache for 
two weeka.Trnd that afterward he saw 
everything as if it were red. The latter 
symptom had continued for three months, 
after which time he bad lost all sensa- 
tion of color. In the beginning of May, 
1890, he presented himself again, declar- 
ing that he had perfectly regained the 
power to distinguish colors. A thorough 
examination completely confirmed the 
assurance givan by the patient, who was 
consequently again fit tor service. Dr. 
Reich believes that "erythropsy" is due 
to central mischief. The case seems to 
show that sensation of color is perfectly 
independent of the physiological func- 
tion.—New York Ledger. 


Metal Protected by Oil. 


If the method of charging cottonseed 


oil with lead, which is said to have been 
discovered, is found practicable, the 
value of that abundant product will be 
greatly increased. The piocess as at 
present defined is of the utmost simplic- 
ity. One gallon of puie cottonseed oil 
is placed in a suitable iron vessel, into 
which twenty pounds ot molten lead are 
poured. After a thorough stirring the 
lead separates into globules, and when 
the oil has been poured off, after cooling 
there is found to be about seventeen 
pounds of lead, the remainder having 
been absoibed by the oil. 


On the lead being again melted and 


the operation repeated to the fifth.pour- 
ing—the amount of lead absorbed being 
less at each succeeding pouring—the 
total amount ot lead absoibed 13 about 
ten pounds 
The oil thus charged with 


le.id is then used as a paint, being ap- 
plied in the oidm.uy way to metallic 
smttuti
